The results of a statistical in-
vestigation covering several|
countries was published by the
World Health Organization in
1957 and reveals that accidental
poisoning was most common in
the one to four years’ group. In
a recent Minnesota survey itj
was found that most young vic- |
tims were under five years of |
age, and the greatest numhcr'
was in the one to three year
group. It is generally agreed |
that curiosity is high from the |
time a child begins. to toddle
until around four years of age, |
and within this period children |
lJead what is sometimes called a |
“hand-to-mouth” existence. |

Truly, not all of the accidental |
deaths among children can be
prevented.’ Falls, burns, motor
vehicle accidents, and the like |
are all difficult to anticipate and |
often impossible to, prevent. This |
is not the case in accidental
poisoning, for parents can re
move the means of its occur.
rence in most instances.
